The column which first 


arrived on, the i-btateentreuchcd them- 
selves as a pt-ecsmtion against any sud- 
den attack from the insurgents, who 
were supposed to be near. 


The second column, consisting of the 


.San Quintin batlalion. arrived on the 
scene after dark. As they approached 
the entrenchment of the first column 
they wen1 liiiiled by the usual "Alerta" 
from a picket, and responded by call- 
ing out the name of their battalion— 
San Quintin. The picket, contused by 
the (sudden approach of the column, 
misaiidfrstooil the reply, taking it, 
from the similarity of the sound, to be 
Quintin Haudani, the name of one of 
the rebel leader*. He at once con- 
cluded that tlie insurgents wore mov- 
ing to attack the column to which he 
belonged, aud wit'iou t further parley 
discharged hjs piece and fell back to 
the entrenchments, where the report 
of his rifle had caused all the troops to 
seize then- ffniss and prepare to repel 
an attack. 


The front column had in the mean- 


time continued to advance, supposing 
that they had come upon the rebels for 
whom they were looking. 
They had 


not gone far before the first column 
poured a volley into their ranks. The 
second column, returned the fire and 
then in response to an order, fixed 
bayonets and rushed forward to take 
the entrenchment? by storm. As they 
went over the entrenchments, the first 
column poured another volley into 
them, \\hen the troops came into 
close quarters it was discovered, from 
the uniforms and flags, that a fatal 
blunder had been made. 


It is reported that the losses on both 


aides in kityed and wounded, was over 
thirty, but there is a strong snsnjcion 
that they were much larger. 


All the circumstances tended to the 


making of the mistake. Besides the 
darkness the smoke from the burning 
'cane, fields, prevented the combatants 
from recognizing each other.

gress. 


The purpose to abolish Christianity 


is pressed forward with the whole 
force of the government, by the indi- 
rect means of depriving the Christian 
communities of their men of influence 
who have survived the massacres. 
In 


every town or cities where the massa- 
cres occurred, arrests of such men are 
now in progress. No charges are pre- 
ferred against the men arrested. 


Another indirect method of destroy- 


ing the, Chrlsti an communities in these 
devastated provinces is the degrada- 
tion of womanhood among1 the Christian 
communities. A system of debauchery 
of Christian women is carried on in 
nearly all the devastated districts 
It 


is as if the tnrks wish to make sure 
that the women^ always conservative 
in matters of Vcflgion, shall lose their 
self-respect and the grounds of their 
religions- hopes 
They therefore seize 


the Christian women, dav after day 
and week after week, and outrage 
them with impunity. 


Alas, it seems that the Christian

Impugning the Honor of the State of In-

Gov. 
Matthews has been 
dealing 


with a peculiar.case for tbe last few 
days in an effort to protect the honor 
of the state, and tbe developments as- 
sume the proportions of a sensation 
which will be felt throughout this and 
Hancock counties. 


Several months ago Nettie Cleggett 


was arrested here on a charge of in- 
fantcide and her attorney took a 
change of venue and carried the case 
to Hancock county, and the girl was 
at once transferred to the custody of 
Sheriff Pauley, at Greenfield. 
The 


trial of the case resulted in conviction 
and the girl was brought to the re- 
formatory near this city. 


Last week the management notified 


the governor that Miss Cleggett was 
in a delicate condition, and as she had 
been in custody of the officers of the 
law for nearly a year, an investigation 
was demanded 
When the girl was 


visited by a messenger from the gov- 
ernor, she declared that Sheriff Pauley 
was responsible for her condition Tha 
governor at once notified Pauley of the 
charge against him and of the breach 
of official trust that it implied, in ad- 
dition to the offense against the law, 
should the charge be true. 


A friend of the sheriff came to see 


the executive in 1'auley's interest and 
intimated that the sheriff denied his 
guilt and would state that the offense 
was committed by a relative. 
The 


governor, still believing in the offi- 
cial's guilt, thereupon sent a formal 
demand that Sheriff Panloy resign his 
office 


In the meantime the state board of 


charities had investigated the case 
and had placed the whole record in tbe 
hands of the governor. Making this 
the basis of a further demand upon 
Pauley, the latter asked that ha 
might be heard in person before final 
action on the report was taken 
The 


governor wired him on Wednesday to 
come to this city and he arrived Satur- 
day. 


Pauley again denied that "he was 


responsible for the girl's condition, 
and assumed an attitude that led the 
governor to believe that ,he would not 
resign, but would continue Ids canvass 
for a renomination. Pauley, however, 
left without finally deciding- what he 
would do. 


It is understood the governor will 


forward all the papers in the case to 
the prosecutor of Hancock county and 
ask him to bsgin proceedings at once.
